Although the Star Ledger printed 
some of the text of Judge William 
Walls’ recent address to an audience 
of more than 1,500 members and 
friends of Job Grand Lodge, the 
Ledger’s headline totally missed the 
point. And you might have missed the 
article because it was in Section 10 
of the Sunday paper. Could it be that 
you were supposed to miss it since it 
probably was not directed to African 
Americans. 

But In case you did happen to see 
it, what Walls said was that we al- 
ways had self-respect but we need be 
ashamed of some of the things Afri- 
can-Americans are now taking for 
granted or just plain looking the other 
way. 

Judge Walls’ observations are a 
direct reference to exactly the type of 
reporting that purposely distorts 
what a truly concerned, and involved 
citizen has said. 

Judge Walls’s main message was 
really a wake up call to the African 
American community to redirect our 
young people’s energy into 21st cen- 
tury technology, computers, science, 
ownership, marketing, and related 
occupations. We should not falsely 
hold out the hope that all our children 
can be big sport figures or multimil- 
lionaire entertainers. 

Shame is the silent partner of self 
respect and a constant companion of 
pride. Substance is more important 
than form and Judge Walls reminds 
you also to maintain the values you 
already have, instill these values in 
others, and read the old language. 

Remember the “March of all 
Marches” The Million Man March 
and our recommitment to Rev. Kings’ 
dream. The Wall Street Journal re- 
ported three months after the march, 
after the last election, there was a 
55% increase in the number of Black 
men who voted four years before. 

Afro Americans have a great sense 
of self respect and we are ashamed 
of many of the things that go on. But 
if there was a more responsible re- 
porting by the media, we would not 
be so ,overwhelmed by contrived 
negativism.
